Jan. 31 is considered b y officials 
in Washington to have resu lted 
in a costly military defeat for 
the Viet Cong. 
This assessment is b ased not 
only on their reported casu alties 
b u t on their failu re to hold any 
of the 36 provincial capitals and 
64 district towns they invaded. 
Officials said that on the b asis 
of information from prisoners 
and docu ments captu red in the 
fighting they are convinced the 
V.C. intended to hold many po­ 
pu lation centers and to set off a 
popu lar 
u prising. 
Presu mab ly 
they wou ld have the same ob ­ 
jective 
in 
the 
expected new 
drive. 
The hope of the Commu nist 
leadership in Hanoi of starting 
an u prising against the Saigon 
government is describ ed as pu z­ 
zling. Some high U.S. officials 
say Hanoi may b e ou t of tou ch 
with reality of the war in the 
Sou th—at least as U.S. leaders 
see it. 
They concede that the U.S. 
leadership may b e 10 per cent 
wrong in its ju dgments ab ou t 
how the conflict is going b u t 
argu e that the leadership in Ha­ 
noi may b e as mu ch as 80 per 
cent wrong.

A little meditation and intro­ 
spection prob ab ly never hu rt any­ 
one. Bu t if, as the Rev. Ru ssell 
thinks, American stu dents’ inter­ 
est in passive, private meditation 
stems from despair and fru stra­ 
tion a trying to improve the 
world, this is not an encou raging 
development. 
Whatever their excesses, we 
will lake the social activists over 
the navel contemplators any day, 
and in exchange for all the wis­ 
dom of the East, one sentence 
from Edmu nd Bu rke: “The only 
thing necessary for the triu mph 
of evil is for good men to do 
nothing.”

Pride of Heritag e 
To Curb Delinquency 


By KAY CRUMLEY 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - There s a lesson hi 
Korea for Americans concerned with J uv enile de­ 
linquency in the Ini ted States. 
About a decade and a half ag o. Korean leaders 
and American officials working in Korea were 
deeply concerned ov er bribery , misuse of funds, 
nepotism and other corruption among officials. 
Wav es of arrests were ordered. Stiff sentences 
were g iv en out. This cleanup campaig n did not 
solv e the problem. 
Men working on this corruption decided a com­ 
plete shift in g ov ernmental philosophy was needed. 


Meeting s were arrang ed with colleg e, hig h 
school and g rade school principals and teachers. 
Courses in civ ics and citizenship were set up from 
g rade school throug h colleg e. These courses em­ 
phasized morality and responsibility in g ov ernment 
for both officials and priv ate citizens and stressed 
those g reat points in Korean tradition which would 
giv e men pride in their heritag e. 
As the y ears went on. hig h school and cv dleg e 
g raduates who had taken these civ ics and citizen­ 
ship courses mov ed into the South Korean bureau­ 
cracy . Today , Korean officialdom is heav ily sat­ 
urated with these men and women. 
Corruption is down heav ily . There’s a new spirit 
among officials. 
No one can prov e civ ics and citizenship courses 
caused the chang e. But U.S. officials who watched 
what happened in South Korea hav e sold Washing 
ton and Saig on on starting this civ ics-citizetiship 
prog ram in .South Vietnam. 
Men who specialize in research in American 
J uv enile crime problems hav e told this reporter 
it is their belief that in many cases delinquents 
are y oung men and women without pride in their 
backg round. They point to the low rate of delin 


quency and crime among Chinese*Americana and 
J apanese-Americans, whoa« familie« in emig rating 
broug ht with them a heritag e of proud cultire« . 
The research men sug g est that more scholars 
should write books that would show Neg ro y outh 
the deeds outstanding Neg ro men and women hav e 
performed in American history . 
But delinquency occurs among poor, middle- 
class and well-to-do white y outh, too, thoug h thene 
men hav e a proud, well-written and thoroug hly 
documented American heritag e. 
Thoug h y oung men turn to crime for v arious 
reasons, researchers study ing in the field note that 
today In many schools and colleg es and in many 
books, it is fashionable to “ debunk” American 
history and to scoff at the motiv es of men we call 
patriots. Many hig h school and colleg e teachers 
take pride in what they call “ J uncturing my ths. 
Some students of delinquency sug g est that if 
numbers of our y outh now believ e Americans his­ 
torically hav e not been motiv ated by hig h purposes, 
this belief would be one reason for them to lose 
respect for themselv es and would lessen their mo­ 
tiv ation for fig hting for lofty ideals. 
This is not to say that errors made by our g ov 
ernment should be g lossed ov er. Reasoned docu­ 
mented criticism of U.S. policy , past and present, 
serv es the best interests of the nation. But there 
needs to be a balance which recog nizes that, while 
the United States has made mistakes, those men 
who hav e dug deeply into American history hav e 
come up with conv incing proof that on balance the 
g ov ernments and the peoples of this country hav e 
been motiv ated by hig h ideals. 
“ Debunking ” us out of our idealism by ex ag ­ 
g erating warts and moles out of all r e c o g n i t i o n \ % 
a disserv ice to the nation and could take away 
from numbers of our y outh the pride they need 
to liv e by .

return. This results fro m the 
fact that they represent co rpo ­ 
rate pro fits which hav e already 
been tax ed o nce by the co m­ 
pany pay ing them. 


The first $100 in div idends re­ 
ceiv ed fro m qualified co rpo ra­ 
tio ns (generally all U.S. co rpo ­ 
ratio ns) is ex empt fro m tax . On 
a jo int return this ex clusio n ap­ 
plies to the first $100 in div i­ 
dends receiv ed by each the hus­ 
band and the wife. 
This do es no t mean that a 
husband and wife are auto mati­ 
cally entitled to a $200 div idend 
ex clusio n. 
If 
the 
sto ck 
upo n 
which the div idends are paid 
are all held in the name o f o ne 
spo use o nly $100 in div idends is 
ex cludable. And if o ne partner 
do es no t hav e eno ugh sto ck in 
his o r her name to use up the 
full $100 the o ther partner may 
no t claim any o f the unclaimed 
ex clusio n. 
Peo ple who o wn mutual funds 
will frequently no te o n their an­ 
nual repo rt that they hav e been 
credited with capital gains div ­ 
idends. To gether with the first 
$100 in div idends, these are sub­ 
tracted fro m gro ss div idends in 
determining 
the 
tax able 
div i­ 
dends. The capital gains div i­ 
dends are then acco unted fo r o n 
Schedule D where o nly half the 
div idends will be fo und tax able.

Co ntributio ns 
to 
any 
reco g­ 
nized charity are fully deduct­ 
ible o n y o ur tax returns. Ho w­ 
ev er, co ntributio ns to indiv id­ 
uals — no m atter ho w wo rthy 
the cause might be — are nev er 
deductible. 
Generally , 
co ntributio ns 
will 
include y o ur church, Red Cro ss, 
United Appeal, a co llege o r ho s­ 
pital building fund driv e, o r a 
similar agency . 
In a dditio n to ca sh co ntribu* 
tio ns y o u ma y a lso ha v e a de­ 
ductio n fo r wo rks o f a rt, clo th­ 


ing , furniture o r ho me a ppli­ 
a nces to a reco g nized cha rit- 
a ble g ro up. In such ca ses the 
fa ir ma rket v a lue o f the Item 
(wha t y o u co uld ha v e so ld It 
fo r o n the o pen ma rket) deter­ 
mines y o ur a llo wa ble deduc­ 
tio n. Ex pla in ho w y o u a rriv ed 
a t the fig ure in a sta ement a t­ 
ta ched to y o ur return. 


There nev er can be a deduc­ 
tio n fo r the v alue o f y o ur per­ 
so nal serv ices in behalf o f char­ 
ity . But in so me instances, o ut- 
o f-po cket 
ex penses while 
per­ 
fo rming 
as 
a 
delegate 
to 
a 
church 
co nv entio n, 
attending 
meeting as a cho ir member, 
serv ing as a Gray Lady , ho spi­ 
tal v o lunteer o r as a den mo ther 
to Cub Sco uts o r a Bro wnie 
tro o p, o r, similar o rganizatio ns, 
are deductible. 
Such ex penses might include 
transpo rtatio n (y o u may charge 
fiv e cents a mile fo r the use o f 
y o ur o wn car), the co st o f re­ 
quired unifo rms which are no t 
adaptable to o rdinary wear and, 
it y o u were away o v ernight, the 
co st o f meals and lo dging while 
perfo rming such v o luntary wo rk.
